Directly charging Governor Nat Har- 
ris with uttering an untruth in con- 
mection with the governor's recent ap- 
pointment of Judge J. N. Worley to 
fill the vacancy on the bench of the 
northern ‘circuit caused by the resig- 
‘nation of Judge Meadow, and charging 
the governor further with crass in- 
consistency in his explanation of the 
appointment, as it appeared in The 
Constitution, April.6, W. R. Little, of 
Carnesville, Ga., former state senator, 
for years in the lower house of the 
legislature. as a representative of 
Franklin county and one of the best 
‘known lawyers of northeastern Geor- 
gia, has issued a statement in reply to 
that of the chief executive. 

“he charge has to do with what 
Mr. Little points out as a decided 
Wariance between the governor's pub- 
explanation, in which ‘he said 
Mr. Little’s name, with indorsements, 
was before him, together with that of 
Judge, Worley at the time the appoint- 
ment was made, and a letter from the 
governor's private secretary, written 
shortly after the appointment, to E. 
A. Phillips, saying that “he (meaning 
the governor) had only one name that 
-haé been suggested to him in antici- 
pation of Judge Meadow's resignation.”

That property in Georgia owned "Wyma 
resident of another state is, upon the 
death of the owner, subject to taxation 
under the Georgia inheritance tax law, 
is the opinion of Attorney General 
Clifford Walker, rendered yesterday 
upon request of Comptroller General 
William A. Wright ‘ 

The case in question is that of tKe 
estate of John H. Gans, deceased, of 
New York, the. property involved being 
150 shares of stock in the Naninga com- 
pany, a manufacturing concern of Chat- 
ham county, Géorgia. - - 

(Mr. Gans died recently at his home in 
New York, and‘at the time of his death 
the Naninga. stock Certificates were in 
his possession. The comptroller gen- 
eral of Georgia called upon the executor 
of his estate for the payment into the 
Georgia treasury of the taxes on the 
stock he claimed were owing under 
Georgia’s inheritance tax law, passed 
in 1913. a 

The executor demurred fn the pay- 
ment, holding that under the inherit- 
ance tax law the property is subject to 
taxation in New York and he took the 
position that, injustice would be done 
were he compelled to pay taxes on the 
stock in this state as well. It was then 
that Comptroller Generat Wright asked 
Attorney General Walker for an opin- 
ion. 

The Georgia inheritance tax law has 
been held by the state supreme court to 
be constitutional, but no question of 
the particular character of the one at 
issue ever has been before the court, 
but in all probability now it : soon 
will be. 

According to the attorney general the 
Georgia inheritance’ tax law reads sim- 
ilarly to that of New York, neither is 
it essentially different from  corre- 
sponding statutes of Massachusetts and 
New Hampshire. In fact, the wording 
of the law in each of these states is 
practically the same. And the New 
‘erk court of appeals has held that 
stock owned by a non-resident'in a do- 
mestic corporation, wpon the death of 
the owner, is subject to taxation under 
the law. Subsequently, the supreme 
court of Massachusetts and _ the courts 
of New Hampshire have rendered decis- 
ions following the New York court of 
appeals’ ruling.

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HAS NOT BEEN ATTAINED 
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In the Order to Pershing No 
Mention Was Made of Tak- 
ing “Villa Dead: or Alive.” 
Pershing Was Ordered to 
Destroy Villa Bands. 
Washington, April 8.—Secretary Ba- 

ker, in informally denying today that 

immediate withdrawal from Mexico of 


the American expeditionary force was 
contemplated, indicated that the war 


i department had information that the 


United States troopers were close upon 
Villa’s trail and that the expedition 
might soon accomplish its purpose. 
“The object of the expedition was 
stated when it was undertaken,” said 
Secretary Baker. “It never has been 
changed. No other orders have been 
given and the expedition is busily pur- 
suing it now with what I hope is a 
fair chance of early success.” 
‘ Reports that preparations for with- 
drawal were under way were declared 
‘by Mr. Baker to have- “absolutely no 
basis.” All the war department's 
plans for pursuing the chase were go- 
ing forward actively, he declared, an 
order being placed only today for fif- 
teen gasoline-carrying motor trucks 
for General Pershing’s campaign. The 
American forces were “pushing ahead,” | 
he said. : , 
Object: Net Yet Attained. 
Publication today of the text.,of the 
original army order to cross the. bor- 
der a month ago revealed that no spe- 
cific direction to capture or kill Villa 
was included. ‘The order, made pub- 
lic by Major General Scott, chief’ of 
staff, stated that the work of . the 
United Stat roops would “be regard-

It was stated officially today that 
General Funston’s orders were broad 
enough to include dealing’ personally 
with Villa in case he should be en- 
countered. 

Satisfaction with the transportation 
situation was indicated at the war 
and state departments today. With 
private shippers getting supplies 
through on the Mexican railways, ulti- 
mately available to the <American 
troops, Secretary Lansing Dbdelieves the 
railway situation has ceased to be a 
factor. 

Secretary Baker, who was at the war 
department until late tonight, seemed 
even more optimistic after. reading the 
evening’s dispatches from the border. 
He gave out none of the information 
transmitted by Géneral Funtston, but 
indicated strongly that his hope for an 
early capture of Villa had been in- 
creased by the dispatches, 


NOT YET BROKEN. 


San Antonio, Texas, April 8.—General 
Funston does not regard the task set 
him of breaking up “Villa’s band or 
bands” as accomplished. 

This was made clear at Fort Sam 
Houston today when reports were re- 
ceived that an unofficial suggestion had 
been made that American troops be 
withdrawn from Mexico. One phase 
of the situation which army officers:

He 
has divided it into smaller units, and 
one of these was attacked and defeated 
at Guerrero, but there is evidence that

GERMANS GAIN FOOTING

but more particularly on the western 
edge in the vicinity of Haucourt. 
|. Bertin reports. the.capture of two 
strong-points. of support to the south 
of Haucourt, which passed regently into 
German hands an entire French posi- 
tion along’ a front of more than a ‘mile 
and a quartér coming ‘Into Teutonic 
possession. Paris has, admitted: Gerv 
man advances here, but declares that 
on.the opposite side of the salient the 
advantage in the recent fighting has 
-been with the French. The present 
German activity in the Verdun region 
‘is confined almost. entirely to this 
operation, although the artillery la 
other sectors around the fortress ig be- 
ing intermittently employed. 

On the’ eastern front there have been 
no operations of major importance, so 
far as the’official reports show. The 
Russians. apparently are Hmiting their 
activity at present for the most part to 
the Lake Narocz region, south of 
PDvinsk, and Berlin declares that such 
attacks as have been made there were 
along a narrow front and were easily 
repulsed.

She visited Atlanta, and while 
here found that she could turn her 
salesmanship to good account by han- 
dling real estate. For a while she was 
connected with a large real estate con- 
cern, and she made a fine record as a 
real estate seller. 

Some Advice to Girls. 

In speaking further of the work of 
women in the ‘business: world, Mrs. 
Marett declared that too often’ girls 
make the mistake of depending upon 
others—rather expecting and believing 
she is entitled to sympathy by reason 
of the fact that she is a working girl. 

“If a girl is in good health and has 
any common sense at all,” said the lit- 
tle drummer, “there is no earthly rea- 
son why she should depend upon any- 
one. I would advise any gir] starting 
out in the business world to fesolve, 
first, to depend absolutely upon her 
own ability. Expect no favors or con- 
cessions from any one. Pity and sym- 

athy will mever get’ you anywhere. 
os your own ability—have confidence 
in yourself—and that will win you 
admiration and respect, which will go 
much further toward maki a 
success in the business world than 
anything ‘else. Such a policy will al- 
ways find one-something to do. 

“Of course, I snow that giris are not 
always guided by the advice and ex- 
perience of others. Some.of them have 
to learn by trodding the hard road 
themselves. aon of them come through 
safely—some of them do not. It all 
depends, after all, upon the woman 
herself—her will power—her strength 
of character—her ambitions—her e- 
sires.”’ :

The toe ttf restriction made is that the 
propositions suggested be reduced to 
writing, signed ‘by responsible parties 
and filed with the commission by not 
later than May 8, 1916. 

The requirements placed upon the

those people could be cured, that they

Dr. Harris says he believes that an 
effort is being made to discredit the 
state board, and he blames it all on 
“political machinations” intended to 
hamper the state board in its good in- 
tentions. And he expresses it as his 
‘opinion that the drug evil will ‘be a far 
greater problem to cope with after the 
state goes dry on May 1. 

“We have found,” he says, “that there 
are’ comparatively few addicts in sec- 
tions where liquor has been sold or is 
consumed in quantities. Savannah and 
Augusta, both wide-open cities, have 
furnished us but one application be- 
tween them, while we have had 74 
from Atlanta. Where. ‘mountain dew’ 
is: popular,.in north Georgia, the drug 
habit is ata minimum, but -it flourishes 
in south and central Georgia. Drug- 
taking is a disease, and normal beings 
are not affected by it..

_ Neo Proposals to Out Figures. 

During the week of discussion on 
the bill there has been nothing to in- 
dicate the position of the majority of 
senators.

The 
bill passed by the house provides for 
a peace strength of 240,000, and the

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OCEAN FREIGHT RATES 
~ HAVE GONE SKYWARD 


900 Per Cent Higher on Some 
Commodities Than at Be- 
ginning of War. 


Washington, April 8—Ocean freight 
rates on some commodities, particular- 
ly wheat, are nine hundred per cent 
higher than at the beginning of the 
war. A letter written today by Dr. E. 
E. Pratt, chief of the foreign and do- 
mestic commerce bureau to Chairman 
Alexander of the house merchant ma- 
rine committee, considering the admin- 
istration shipping bill, calle attention 
to the jump in rates and reviews the 
shipping situation. 

Grain hag 1¢d all commpdities in the 


rapid rise in rates. From 4.1 cents a 


bushel in January, 1914, the rate has 
become 40.6 cents today from New York 
to Liverpool. From Boston it is some 
5 cents cheaper. The higher rate from 
New York is attributed by Dr. Pratt 
to long delays and high demurrage 
charges due to congestion of grain at 
New York. 

Cotton rates have increased at both 
the ports ef New York and New Or- 
leans nearly 900 per cent, but it is 
still. cheaper to ship from New York 
than from New Orleans. On January 1, 
1916, the New York rate was $2.25 a 
hundred pounds, and the New Orleans 
rate $3. The cost of shipping other com- 
modities is considerably higher at New 
Orleans than New York. Wheat ship- 
ped from New Orleans is taxed 64.3 a 
bushel. 

Rates on flour have increased about 
500 per cent within twd years and on 
provisions about four hundred per cent. 

Comparison between flour rates from 
New York to Liverpool and from Seat- 
tle to Hong Kong show that the New 
York rate advanced in two years from 
fifteen cents to ninety cents, and the 
Seattle rate from 25 cents to 75. Trans- 
Pacific rates on other food commodities 
increased Httle. Rates on steel prod- 
machinery for 
shipment across the Pacific have 
mounted rapidly.

Moran Surrenders and Betrays 
Accomplices in Million- | 
Dollar Steal. 


San Diego, Cal., April 8&—James 
Moran, a New York chauffeur, con- 
fessed today to participation in the rob- 
bery two months ago of a mail truck 
in New York city, from which securi- 
ties valued at thousands of dollars and 
valuable bonds were stolen, according 


to federal officials. 

“T’'ye bean double-crossed, and I want 
to get even,” Moran is said to have as- 
serted in his confession, 

Moran surrendered last night, and, 
according to United States Commissioner 
Burch, he made a confession today, de- 
claring he was aided in the robbery by 
three others, one the ring-leader, whom 
he named, and two. postal employees, 
whose names he said he did not Know. 
Moran then was taken to Los Angeles 
for further investigation. | 

After the robbery, Moran is said to 
have asserted, he was given $200 and 
sent to San Francisco, where the loot 
was to be divided. Then, smarting un- 
der the belief that he had been “double- 
crassed,”” he came to San Diego, at- 
tended a Salvation Army meeting, at 
which he, conscience-stricken, deaided, 
according to the alleged confession, to 
make a clean breast of the affair. 

Two postal émployees, according to 
the confession, were in the plot, but 
Moran did not know their names, 

“tT think it was January 18,” the con- 
fession continued, “that I went to the 
leader and we laid for the mail wagon, 
and as it went on the ferry boat we 
drove in after it.” 

The key to the back of the wagon was 
handed to the ring-leader by one of the 
postal employees, the confession said, 
“and we opened the back of the wagon 
and took out eight or nine registered 
mail sacks.” 

According to the confession, the mail 
sacks were opened in Bronx park, and 
he was given $200. . 

“T was to get rid of the car, and they 
told me to go to San Francisco, where 
the division wag to take place,’ Moran 


said. 

The leader, according to the confes- 
sion, was to bring Moran’s share to him. 

‘He has never shown up,” the state- 
ment continued. 

New . York, April 8.—The robbery in 
which Moran is said to have admitted 
he had part occurred here February 26, 
when four packages of registered mail 
were removed from an automobile 
truck while in transit on a ferry boat 
from the MS ig mt el N. J., station 
of the Central Railroad of New Jer- 
sey, to Liberty streét, New York. The 
packages were stolen from mail 
pouches. \ 

It was announced later that many 
thousands of dollars’ worth of securi- 
ties sent from Baltimore and addressed 
to Potter, Choate & Prentice, members 
of the New York Stock exchange, had 
been taken from the automobile truck.

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MOTHERS PLAN TO SAVE 


100,000 BABIES IN 1916 


Nashville, Tenn.. April 8-—Saving 
100,000 babies during 1916 was the topic 
of an informal discussion tonight at the 
session of the conference on child wel- 
fare of the National Congress of Moth- 
Parent-Teacher associations, 
led by Mrs. Fred Dick, president of the 
Colorado branch of the organization. 

Mrs. Dick told of the baby contests 
held in the beginning of the campaign 
for better babies, but declared tha 
after two years, it was learned tha 
beeps had been accomplished. It was 
then, she said, that Baby day was 
established in Denver, when all mothers 
were invited to bring their children’ for 
examination. It was not a clinic, she 
said, but simply an examination, show- 
ing the mothers the defects of their 
children and offering the organization 
an opportunity to do something for the 
improvement of conditions, an oppor- 
Saching the parents of the 
poorly sevetnee children that could 
not be done with baby contests. 

Mrs. ocrge W. MoMath, of Portland, 
Oreg., president of the Oregon branch 
of the organization, told of the system 
in her state for the education of the 
mothers and fathers through the bu- 
reau of education for the parents, or- 
ganized four years ago. A superintend- 
ent is the only paid employee, the med- 
ical advice and examinations being 
given by a corps of vofunteer physi- 
cians and nurses. 

All work of the bureau is confidential. 
There are 200 babies on the waiting list 
in the Portland bureau, she said, and it 
is necessary to have two and three tests 
a week. The babies are scored by the 
physicians and nurses and advice given 
on how to cure any defects shown.

TO LEAVE MEXICO. ~ 


El Paso, Texas, April 8.—The Ameri- 
can troops have accomplished their ob- 
ject in destroying Villa’s military pow- 
er and should therefore withdraw from 
Mexico without delay, was the view 
expressed today by a well-known mem- 
ber of the Carranza government, speak- 
ing unofficially. 

“The ‘punitive force,” he said, “has 
done all that it could expect to do. It 
has shattered the forces of Villa, who 
is now a fugitive, robbed of all pres- 
tige and power he ever held among the 
people. The peons may be bene 
but they are no fools. They will never 
again respect a man who turned tail 
and ran like a coward before the Yan- 
kees, without even making a stand. 

“Meantime, it must be admitted that 
the Mexican people have behaved well 
toward the American troops They 
have received them courteously. But! 
to allow them to remain in Mexico in- 
definitely, 20,000 men hunting for a sin- 
gle bandit, who may not be caught in 
months, is another matter. To allow 
them to continue their progress to the 
south indefinitely is still more serious. 

‘Americans would not tolerate the 
presence of Canadian military forces 
within their borders. Similarly the 
presence of Americans is beginning to 
irritate the Mexican people. It looks 
and feels like a surrender of sover- 
eignty. 

“With Villa crushed, now is the logi- | 
cal time for the punitive force to with- 
draw. No causes of conflict have yet 
arisen, and the affair has so far turned 
out fortunately for both sides.” 


NEW VILLA TRAIL

Genera Pershing’s Camp, South of 
Namiquipa, April 8—(By Aeroplane

El Pasd, Texas, April 8.—The pursuit 
of Francisco Villa has been brought to 
a definite halt, according to a state- 
ment made here tonight by an Ameri- 
can army officer holding a position of 
responsibility. 

“There is no use .blinking at the 
facts,” he said.

Passengers on the train said they had 
been teld this story in Chihuahua City 
by Americans arriving from the south. 
They also said that one of the Ameri- 
can aviators had landed near Chihua- 
hua City early yesterday and was ar- 
rested by the Carranza authorities, but 
waslaterreleased on the representations 
of Consul Letcher. The fact that the

“This announcement puts a different 
aspect on the situation. It means that 
the United States troops will not con- 
sider it necessary to pursue Villa to 
the end of the earth or to keep up the 
hunt indefinitely after their object of 
smashing Villa as a military power 
has been accomplished. ‘ 


Carranza Placards. 


Placards headed “Important” have 
been posted conspicuously in Juarez at 
the order of General Gavira, containing 
the extract from the treaty of 1848 made 
between the United States and Mexico, 
providing for the arbitration of dis- 
putes. 

It states that the first chief had 
communicated this extract to the Mex- 
ican ambassador in Washington. The 
wbject of the placards is said to be to 
allay war rumors among the people. 

Villa bands were reported operating 
‘in the neighborhood of Satevo by Gen- 
eral Gutierrez, commandant at Chi- 
huahua, in a telegram by General Ga- 
vira. He said that Generals Suazua, 
Garza and Maldonade were advancing 
against the rear guard, right and left 
flanks, respectfully. 

An official of the de facto, govern- 
ment said today that five men, now 
prisoners in Juarez, are being held as 
the local leaders of the frustrated plot 
to capture that town, while the insti- 
gator of the affair is a wealthy Mexi- 
can, now a refugee in Texas.

Word “Baseball’’? Found 
As Far Back as in 1818 


By Malcolm McLean. 


Is everybody wrong on the history of 
baseball? We know it was played in 
this country prior to the middie of the 
last century. The English call base- 
ball an elaboration of their “rounders.” 
It would be interesting, however, to 
pin down the exact date when the 
word “baseball” came into being. 

A fan, who is also a deep reader and 
a lover of antiquarian lore, found an 
illusion to baseball in the works of 
Jane Austin and was kind enough to 
call our attention to the fact. Many 
may consider it queer to mix wp lit- 
erature with baseball, yet here we find 
Jane Austin mentioning the word 
“baseball” in 1818. This is going Dack 
some. 

Jane Austin was born in 1775 and 
was celebrated as a writer of her time. 
Today she is little known and 1ess 
read. Yet competent critics call her 
the best of all the women novelists, 
past and present. She placed down, 
with detail and fidelity, the life of 
the middle class of her time. 

Speaks of Baseball. 

On page 8, of her “Northanger Ab- 
bey,” a work little known today, is 
this excerpt—“And it is not wonderful 
that Catherine, who by nature had 
nothing heroic about her, should prefer 
cricket, baseball, riding on horseback 
and running about the country, at the 
age of fourteen, to books.” . 

There it is in black and white. Base- 
ball was known as early as 1818, and 
in England, too. In all the historical 
passages relating to baseball we per- 
sonally, have come across -nothing s0 
amazing or so interesting as that al- 
lusion. 

Although baseball may be the great 
American game, yet England can call 
the word “baseball” her own. For we 
find it in her literature of the early 
part of the nineteenth century. 

Some, perhaps, may scoff at this ref- 
erence in Jane Austin’s works and say 
that baseball, then, was a girl’s game 
in that Catherine enjoyed it. There is 
a comeback at any British scoffers, 
however, in the fact that cricket was 
mentioned just ahead of baseball.

Dal’s next battle in the metropolis was 
with Kid McPartland, now a boxing 
referee in New York, and this time he 
got over his left so effectively in the

One of the most sensational of Dal’s 
battles was staged in the Woodward 
pavilion at San- Francisco early in 
1899. Frank Erne, who had fought a 
draw with George Lavigne, the light- 
weight champion, was I’s opponent. 
The Buffalo boy was one of the clever- 
est lads in the business, and he was 
also game and durable. A- majority 
of the coast fans thought that Dal had 
it on the easterner, and backed their 
judgment with much coin of the realm. 


Erne Drops Hawkins.: 


In the first.round it seemed that 
their opinion was justified. The Hawk- 
ins left floated out, innocently, as if 
to push aside Erne’s guard, but then 
came that whip-lash finish, and Frank 
went down like a load of bricks. He 
scrambled up with little time to spare 
and backed away and covered before 
Dal’s ferocious rysh. It seemed to be 
about all over then, and big odds were 
offered by the Hawkins contingent 
without any takers. Erne used all his 
cleverness and got through that round, 
and began the second fresh and vigor- 
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case of a black cyclone and a 
tornado struggling for supremacy. e 
black whirlwind won, and in-the third 
round Dal again tookanap- 

After these two defeats Dal defeated 
Otto Sieloff and Jim.

“What sort of hat should ‘be worn?’ 

Again the word “neat” qualified the 
hat to be orn, and the woman said 
almost any kind of hat for the street 
but the sport hat, The dark-colored 
straws are preferable for the moment 
with the lighter ones having their 
debut nearer Easter time. 

“For afternoon wear,” she continued, 
“women can indulge themselves in 
brighter colors and lighter materials 
than any other time, and on proper 
occasions they can carry their pretty 
Parasols and wear dressy shoes s0 
much~in vogue.”

There are some women who know the 
eternal fitness of things intuitively;

worn with a cloth gown, and that a 
high-button boot is not proper when 
madame has on her tea gown. 

But there are just as many women 
who do not Know these things, but who 
think they know all about the art of 
dress. They buy indiscriminately; go 
in debt for their clothes, and criticise 
the woman who is well dressed. They 
will talk about the harmony and 
blending of colors ‘with an air that 
would make the artist ashamed of 
himself, and these are among the la- 
dies who are in the mob pursuin 
sport clothes for stréet and chure 
wear. 

Nobody will question the statement 
that women spend more money for 
clothes than anything else. Men pay 
the bills and the majority of them will- 
ingly. Indeed, it is said that men are 
more tolerant of clothes than for any 
other form ef women’s extravagances. 
Several years ago some man who was 
compiling statistics dealing with the 
causes that filled prisons produced 
records which he declared showed that 
more than one-half of the men im- 
prisoned were there directly or indi- 
rectly because of the extravagances 
of women. Nearly every case of em- 
bezzlement had in the story leading to 
it the chapter of the woman upon whom 
the money was spent, stories of the 
gowns, the jewels, the furs, etc.

I have always held that every wom- 
an should look her best at all times; 
that she should adorn herself; that it is 
part of her business, therefore a seri- 
ous question. Holding to this belief 
and seeing the immense amount of 
money spent on clothes, I believe the 
time has come in world economics 
when women should have direct train- 
ing and education in this direction. I 
believe it should be emobdieg in a 
course of instruction that should be a 
part of the curriculum of girls’ 
schools. They waste as much money 
in bad dressing as they do in bad 
housekeeping, cooking, ete. 

ere are fundamental principles 
in essing just as there are in cook- 
ing, and it stamps a woman very ig- 
norant of the things all wemen ought 
to know when they carelessly spend 
money for raiment which is utterly 
out of taste and frequently question- 
able in kind and fashion. 

In many of the better finishing 
schools there are lectures given on

At- 
lanta women have been called upon to 
give with the women of the nation 
to the suffering people in Belgium, the 
most crucified of all others in the Eu- 
ropean war has been more oft-repeat- 
tims of what is preving a _ ruthless, 
cruel, relentless war. 

Atlanta women were among the first 
to respond. Several entertainments 
have been given for war relief, and 
others are being planned. 


RELIEF WORK 
AT HOME. 


Yes, we have our relief work to do 
at home; our own poor unfortunate 
people who need aid. . But that has 
not prevented us from giving rightful- 
ly and generously and continuously to 
dovaten mission work in the east—work 
among people with whom we have no 
racial ties. 

On the other hand, we are funda- 
mentally and racially bound up with 
our brothers in the European struggle. 
The British and the continental people 
répresent our forbears, though we do 
belong to tthe new—the independent 
nation, the young and greatest re- 
public. 

The greatness of the -republic, its 
reach, its ideals are inspiring to world 
civilization. It is a notable fact that 
strongest expressions of appreciation 
of these facts so often come from the 
adopted American. 

I recall no native American woman 
has more passionately proclaimed the

Anton, the tmmigrant. girl who wrote 
the “Promised Land.” 

And no more patriotic word has been 
spoken since the European war be- 
gan than the address of Albert Leon 
Guerard, a French-American, to 
students of Rice -institute, Houston, 
Texas. The address has been put into 
literature by the American ssocia- 
tion for International Conciliation, and 
I wish it could be read in every school 
in the country, and before organiza- 
tions of patriotic women. The address 
is entitled “The Land Where Hatred 
Expires,” and is rich in knowledge 
and in the sentiment of patriotism. 

“Because they come to you as a 
matter of course, may you never forget 
the promise and the wonder and the 
responsibilities of that call to Ameri- 
can citizenship,” he urged upon. the 
young Texans. 

“Perhaps we, who have known other 
conditions, may help you realize your 
blessings and your duties. I hope you 
will not resent the paradoxical form 


that it is we, the newcomers, the immi- 
grants, who are at heart the true 
Americans. 
born between the Great Lakes and the

We who 
left the old home of our own accord, not

I hate the look and 
the sound of such words as French- 
American, English- erican, rman- 
American. Local prejudices ought not 
to be imported from over the water. 
But I have no respect and no sympa- 
thy for the man who turns in anger 
and in derision against the land of his 
birth. It is only ood Frenchmen 
good Germans, good i 
make good Americans. The wonderful 
range of America is due to the very 
facts that from the most varied corners 
of Europe, strong men and women have 
come, each with his or her potentiali- 
ties.

In Use i in Warfare = 


Foe Is Doomed to ‘Dery 2 
Jones’ Locker, and Seldonr 
Does It Miss, Declares 
Expert.

Were Admiral Farragut living today, 
and were he in command of a battle 
fleet, and, as such,. bawl frem the 
bridge, as history telis us he did in the 
early °60’s, “Damn the torpedoes. Go 
ahead!” he would be branded instanter 
jeither as a foolhardy, reckless dare- 
devil of the sea or else a madman. 

Whichever the verdict, in all prob- 
ability, brave and obedient as are the 
boys who nowadays “go down to the 
sea in ships” to fight for their country, 
the crew would mutiny on the spot. 
and their “damn-the-torngdoes” cap- 
tain be taken “below and Wet in irons. 
Because the modern torpedo is a con- 
trivance not to be trifled with. Also 
it is an instrument of modern warfare 
in which everybody is more or less 
interested, and understood by few. 

One of these few, however, is, Chief 
Gunner’s Mate C. E. Smitherman, whe 
just how is right-hand man to Lieuten- 
ant W. A. Hodgman, in charge of the 
southern naval recruiting district, with 
headquarters in the federal - building, 
Atlanta, Smitherman quit an Indiana 
farm nine years ago and joined the 
nan & Every since that time he has 

e torpedoes his hobby. He always 
did like them—liked to read about them, 
keep abreast of their development, 
and figure out how they work—and 
when he got into the navy he con- 
trived to be where he could study them. 
So ever since that time Smitherman 
has “eaten, drunk and slept with ’em,” 
he’ helped build. theni, he has repaired 
them, he has taken them apart and 
put them together again; he has charged 
them and launched them and recovered 
them again from the sea: In a word, 
Smitherman knows torpedoes. 

Argue About Firing-Pin. 

During a slack hour over. at the re- 
cruiting station the other day, while 
three or four of the boys were sitting 
around with nothing to do, the: con- 
versation drifted toward torpedoes. 
Smitherman joined the group in the 
midst of an “argument” on whether, 
when a-torpedo strikes a hull, the fir- 
ing-pin is driven back into the detona- 
tor or whether the torpedo forges 
ahead, over and round the firing-pin. 

* Smitherman could throw no authentic 
light on the point, as he said in that 
the authorities are silent, and no man 

as yet taken the trouble in the inter- 
est of science to ride a torpedo to its 
destination in order to observe.the ac- 
tion of the firing-pin in relation to 
the torpedo,, He could, though, and he 
did there and then, shed considerable 
light on the main subject, and when he 
got through talking those who were 
listening knew more about torpedoes 
than they did before. 

Opinion Undergoes Change. 

Before the present great war abroad 
and the advent of the submarine as a 
sea-going commerce destroyer, a great 
amount of skepticism-was expressed by 
upposedly well-informed people, among 
them scientists and some naval authori- 
ties, and WF the lay public, as to the 
merits of the torpedo as a weapon. In 
the expressed opinion of some. they 
might be “nice .things to play war 
with, but When it comes to actual test 
- battle they would be found want- 
ng. 99 

Well, memories of the Lusitania, the 
Hogue Cressey, the Aboukir, the Ocean 
Bouvet, the Irresistible, almost hun-. 
dreds of other heavy tonnaze losses 
since the War began attest the fallacy 
of such prediction and at once stamp 
the torpedo as Davy Jones’ first hest 
ally. Indeed, opinion has changed! 

When the German U-8 torpedoed and 
sank three English cruisers in quick 
succession in the North sea early in 
the war the world sat up and rubbed 
its eyes. Well it might do so, too, for 
ene of the deadliest weapons of war 
ever invented had at last justified the 
prediction of its»makers. 

Since that time hardly has a.week 
passed without some luckless craft be- 
ing sent down into the depths by one 
of these deadly steel fish. Just how 
the terrible implement is made, how 
it does its work, Smitherman, the fir- 
ing pin argument being tabled in hope-! 
less disagreement, proceeded to ex- 
plain, much to. the pleasure and en- 
lightenment of the little group of tars 


and recruits. 

‘T have been engaged in torpedo 
work in the United States navy for the 
last nine years,” he said, “and I do 
not hesitate to say that the modern 
torpedo is one bf the most wonderfully 
perfect machines ever devised by the 
hand and brain of man. 

“Built almost entirely of steel,” con- 
tinued the sea fighter, “it measures 16 
feet-8 inches in length, is cigar-shaped 
and its greatest diameter is 18 inches. 
It weights, fully charged, 1,450 pounds. 

“Its motive power is compressed air, 
compressed to ninety times the pres- 
sure of the atmosphere. The air 
charge alone weighs 128 pounds. 

“The extreme range of this type of 
torpedo is 4,000 yards, or considerably ,. 
over two miles. It travels this dis- 
tance at the rate of a mile every two 
minutes. 

“The modern torpede is divided into 
five parts: Head, air-flask, immersion 
chafhber, after-body and tail. The flead 
carries the explosive charge; next 
comes a long, heavy cylinder, the air- 
flask. In a short steel chamber at the 
rear of the air flask, known as the im-' 
mersion chamber, is installed the 
mechanism which controls the depth 
at which the torpedo jis,set to run. | 
Through the action of this mechanism 
the torpedo is kept at a uniform depth : 
during its ryn, and if properly adjusted 
seed depth will not vary more than 
nches.

“It is possible ¢o set it at almost any 
desired depth, thus to strike an enemy | 
ship at any point below the‘water line 
where the most damage might be in- 
flicted. 

“Behind the immersion chamber is| 
the after-body, containing the engine ' 
and the automatic gear for controlling 
it. This engine, which can be carried 
by one man, will develop 110-horse- 
power. By means of a shaft it drives 
a set of twin propellers in opposite , 
ee one revolving behind the!

“Immediately behind the engine and, 
separated from it by a water-tight 
bulkhead, is what might be ¢ermed the 
‘brains’ of the torpedo.

Another point about a torpedo Mr. 
Smitherman pointed out is that when

set in motion; and there is a little tim- 
ing device in the form of a screw pro- 
peller, which is run by -the friction 
with the water. As this screw revolves 
it turms a thread by which the firing- 
pin is brought to a position such that 
upon contact with the target it is free 
to detonate the charge. his device 
is timed before firing—‘set,” in other 
words—so that it is impossible for the 
torpedo to be discharged until it shall 
have run the full distance intended. 
Thus, -sshould the torpedo. accidently 
strike a piece of drift or should a whale, | 
for instance, inadvertently intercept it, 
it would not explode—it could not un- 
til it had gone the full distance in- 
tended. 

A single torpedo costs round $4,500, 
a0 a miss is costly. But not many of 
them miss. In target practice off our 
shores, of course; gun-cotton charges 
are not used, since all that is desired 
is accuracy in aim, not destruction.

In our navy the torpedoes are operat-} 
ed only by forces of espécially trained 
men, ewho are selected from among 
those who show the most aptitude, and 
are sent to the torpedo school at New- 
port, R. IL There they are instructed 
in the manufacture, care and handling 
of the torpedo, and in diving—for in} 
practice the: torpedo sometimes acci- 
dentally sinks and must be recovered.

AERONAUTIC INDUSTRY 
TO BE STANDARDIZED 


New York, April 8.—Elmer A. Sper-

“The main endeavor here is to get 
into the minds of the blinded men the 
root princ — that they are handicap- 
ped, not flicted. The latter word is 
used far too freely in connection with 
blind folks. Tell a man that he is af- 
flicted and his mental outlook on life 
will bear that stamp. But tell him he 
is handicapped and if he is a good fel- 
low at heart his sporting spirit will 
assert itself and he will adopt all the 
means that are shown him to enable 
him to catch up with the fellows to 
eee, circumstances have given a 
star 

Since the school work at St. Dun- 
stan’s began, thirty-five men have been 
graduated, having learned one or more 
occupations, such ‘aus boot repairing, 
massage, mat-making, basket-making, 
joinery, poultry farming and market 
wardening. Virtually all of these men 
read and write Braille and typewrite 
with the ordinary machine. All are now 
said to be earning good incomes. 

There are 72 teachers, all but 12 of 
,them voluntary, and each pupil has in- 
“dividual instruction. Many of the in- 
structors themselves are blind. “The 
feeling of helplessness which over- 
whelms a strong, healthy, newly-blind- 
ed man,” said Tr. Pearson, “is incred- 
ibly relieved when he finds that the 
one who is to instruct him in some 
profitable employment is suffering from 
the same handicap as himself.” 

The working day is divided between 
the class rooms, workshops and train- 
ing schools so that each man acquires 
an all-round education. All the stu- 
dents learn to read and write Braille, 
and some of them are studying music. 
A number of men have learned the dif- 
ficult art of reading with the finger

Upon the banks of Little River, in Chero- 
kee county, just below a dam that was built 
to develop 300 horsépower, former Gov- 
ernor Joseph M. Brown has set a mill to 
grind corn and wheat and to gin cotton.

seek them; and they are the healthier for 
their consumption. 

Of course, Governor Brown is not en- 
gaged in a purely eleemosynary effort; he is 
conducting a business enterprise. It is his 
intention that, at the end of the year, it 
shall show a profit. _ 

Governor Brown feels and knows that’he 
can make success of handling and market- 
ing Georgia grain. “We,can and do grow 
just as good corn and as good wheat as any 
other state,” he declares. “It is only neces- 
sary to reach the consumer with it, pre- 
pared as the consumer wants it.” 

There are, perhaps, a hundred Little 
Rivers in Georgia upon which dams might 
be built developing 100 to 500 horsepower; 
powers too small to command the consid- 
eration of the great hydro-electric compa: 
nies for commercial purposes, where they 
need horsepower by the thousand ang tens 
of thousands.

GEORGIA’S BIG. PROBLEM. 


The..Georgia -Educational association, 
which meets in Macon this month, is con- 
fronted by both a duty and an opportunity. 
It will have to deal with what is perhaps 
Georgia’s biggest _problem—the ultimate 
elimination of illiteracy. 

There are two things which must be 
done before we can hope for reasonable 
achievement in the direction of the eradica- 
tion of our excessive percentage of illit- 
eracy. We must have, as The Constitution 
has frequently pointed out, both compul- 
sory education and a system of local taxa- 
tion for school purposes that will reach out 
even to the last backwoods school and help 
it to stand on its feet. : 

So far as compulsory education is con- 
cerned, Georgia, although she has been ex- 
tremely backward as compared with other 
states, need have no fear of the ultimate 
legislative enactment that will bring it 
about: It may come at the summer session 
of the legislature this year. All of the can- 
didates for governor have pronounced 
strongly in favor of compulsory education, 
and state sentiment is such that it will not 
permit much longer delay’in this matter. 

But candidates, and legislators, too, are 
still backward about an effective local school 
taxation law. They seem afraid that some 
of the counties which halt at comparatively 
insignificant taxation for educational pur- 
poses may go gunning for the political 
scalps of those who advocate it. 

How long is Georgia to be held back 
through political fear on the part of those 
who are charged with state leadership? — 

It may be said Georgia has‘a local school 
taxation law now, but what is it worth? 
True, it has given local taxation to some 
forty counties which are among the most 
progressive in the state, but it has failed 
to reach as yet the very counties where 
educational extension and effort are most 


If we are to be rid of illiteracy, {f we are 
to build a sentiment for law enforcement, 
if we are to seek higher standards, we must 
have not only compulsory education, but an 
imperative law which shall make each com- 
munity stand its pro rata burden of that tax- 
ation which is essential to at least universal 
elementary education. 

The Georgia Educational association is 
confronted by a remarkable opportunity. 
With state sentiment long since right for 
compulsory education, it can point and di- 
rect the way to that legislation for local 
taxation without which compulsory eéduca- 
tion must be a failure. 

The Georgia Educational association 
should not only act emphatically upon this 
question, but should appoint a strong com- 
mittee to carry its campaign for local taxa- 
tion, if necessary, right to the doors of legis- 
lative halls, and sit there until its success 
is assured beyond all question. 


VODKA VANQUISHED. 


It has not taken long to reconcile the 
Russian people to the prohibitive edict 


of substitutes and illicit vendors of them did 
a thriving business; but the government 
was in earnest; the law was enforced, and 
the people have come to respect it. 

In an article on “Inside Russia,” in Col- 
lier’s, Richard Washburn Child says that 
“the testimony of peasants, factory owners 
and bankers as to the complete enforcement 
of prohibition presents an inspiriting retro- 
spect,” in better lives and better business, 
and to demonstrate further how well the 
law has been enforced, he says that in seven 
weeks among people and soldiers he “saw 
only one pint of vodka, and it had cost $4!” 

How the poorer classes of the Russian 
peasantry regard the new order of things 
due to the banishment of vodka is shown in 
the testimony of an old Russian peasant 
woman, quoted as follows, in the Collier 
article: — 

“Ah, good, good, good!” said _ she. 

“All the old topvers are dead now. They 

could not get their holiday drunkenness. 

Alex the ‘one-armed, tried to drink 

varnis It kilied him, and so much the 

better. They tell me all the hopeless 
drunkards are dead. The youne people: 
they are not like the old either. They 
have been taught too much, and they 
are proud and wild as young horses.

Across the River Neva, on the Ostrov, 
a factory manager said: “The Russian 
is not a steady drinker. He has been: a 
holiday drinker. But when he drinks— 
oblivion! So it was that the average 
workman was on hand perhaps only 
four days a week. Now all is changed. 
Our men are here for all hours that the 
machinery runs. In so short a time 
Scwis seen wiped out infinite waste an 
m se . " 


From the first there was universal in 
est in Russia’s experiment on this line—for 
it was régarded merely as an experiment in 
@ wavering balance between success and 
failure, but it has worked wonders: Realiz- 
ing that it was the law, the people con- 
formed to it, with the result that Russia has 
better citizens at home and better soldiers 
to fight the battles of the empire, and in 
spite of war taxes and trials, there seems to 
be home-prosperity. 


THE INVISIBLE KAISER. 


According to German newspaper author- 
ity, the kaiser is little in evidence now, and 
The New York Evening Post says that “in 
nothing has he more surprised his contem- 
poraries” than withdrawing from the glare 
of world limelight. “He has become invis- 
ible, not only to his enemies; even Ger- 
mans never see him:” 


In olden days he was present on every 
festal occasion in every corner of the 
empire. Now no one knows whether he 
is at the eastern or western headquar- 
ters. We only hear about his presence 
in a place after he has left it. Some- 
times he comes to Berlin, but when he 
arrives, when he departs, or in what 
palace he lodges no one knows. When 
the five hundredth anniversary of the 
Hohenzollern rule was quietly celebrat- 
ed, in keeping with the gravity of the 
times, the kaiser came to Berlin. But it 
was only after he left Berlin that the 
news was made known. 


Probably the reason for this retirement 
ig that he wants to give the crown prince a 
chance, which he is getting now in the 
battle of Verdun. Heretofore the war cor- 
respondents have had to cripple and “kill” 
him to get him in the big war news. This 
they have done dozens of times, when, later, 
it ,was evident that “the reports of his 
death were greatly exaggerated.” 

Probably it was “Fathers’ Day” too often 
for the crown prince, so whatever glory 
Verdun has to give is presumed to be com- 
ing to him. The French say “failure,” but 
“that’s as may be.” 

The English newspapers, however, take a 
different view of the kaiser’s sudden exclu- 
siveness. It is that he is “sick at heart” and’ 
weary of war-sounds and sights, for there is 
mourning in a million homes where war has 
cast the shadow of death; and now, when 
fathers and sons fall fighting for the Father. 
land the kaiser sends mourning cards of 
condolence to the bereaved, 

It is a matter of no importance, the Ger- 
man-press says, what his enemies think of 
his retirément—whether it be for his son’s 
sake, or to “rest up” before delivering an- 
other blow “to make Europe tremble!”’

ANDREW JACKSON. 


By GEORGE FITCH

On this date in 1767, astronomers noticed 
most of the planets in violent opposition and 
insurrection, and shortly afterward Andrew 
Jackson, seventh president of the United 
States, was born in a log cabin in North 
f Carolina. 

Jackson immediately began to fight his 
way,_to the front, having no father and no 
bank account.to help him. He was a man 
who viewed with indignation practically 
everything that he saw in his long and siz- 
zliing life. He fought men, parties, Indians, 
states and foreign powers with the utmost 
impartiality and enthusiasm, and had the 
dové of peace on toast for breakfast every 
morning. When a mere boy he refused to 
black a British officer’s boots, and had his 
head laid open by the officer’s sword. Later 
in life he caught another British general at 
New Orleans, and licked him out of his boots 
by way of repartee. He caused more Indian 
obituaries than anyone in his time, and he 
counted that day lost in which he did not 
go out and fight a duel with someone who 
had aspersed his honor, or his party, or his 
opinions, or his wife, or his best friend, or 
his cousin’s niece’s nephew. 

Jackson had no education to speak of, but 
was full of thigh tension, million-volt opin- 
ions, and became the leading democratic 
Statesman of Tennessee, largely because of 
his strong constitution. He insurged against 
every president from Washington to Monroe, 
and after he had retired of old age, ran 
against John Quincy Adams, being beaten: by 
one vote. He immediately began the next 
campaign and four years later, having anni- 
hilated Adams, took the reins of state and 
began driving the bandwagon over the office- 
holders of the whig party. 

Jackson served eight years, and was as 
comfortable 4n executive as a buzz-saw. He 
ejected officeholders who didn’t assay 99 
per cent democrat, fired cabinet officials 
whose wives didn’t fulfil their social duties, 
being the only man on record to handle the 
official wife problem successfully, Spanked 

‘Carolina, threatened France, luffed 
and and kept the ship of state rocking 

.a strong gale. He had a strong antipathy

An Erroneous View. 

The impression seems to have spread 
abroad in other parts of the country that 
the leaders in the financial district would 
be very glad, outside of the considerations 
of humanity, if the war were not speedily 
ended. And it is also a common impression 
that the manufacturers of munitions of war 
will be glad if the war is prolonged for 
many months so that they can continue to 
make and market abroad these commodities. 

Nevertheless, careful inquiry reveals that 
both these impressions are wrong. The mak- 
ers of munitions of war have now on hand 
orders that will occupy their manufactories 
to their capacities for another year and some 
of them for two years. Almost all of the 
managers of these industries are now giving 
serious consideration to conditions in the 
United States after the European war is 
ended. They want to be prepared to meet 
these conditions. This feeling explains the 
recent agitation that is now spreading 
throughout the country in favor of indus- 
trial co-ordination and co-operation so that 
the industries ‘of the country may well be 
prepared to meet whatever conditions may 
arise after the war and may be prepared 
also to assist the government after the work 
of preparation for defense is well under way. 

From one point of view, Wall street would 
ibe glad if the war were speedily ended, be- 
cause the longer the delay the more diffi- 
cult it may be to adjust the financial situa- 
tion of the country to the condition which 
will arise after the war. %f course, from 
the point of view of humanity and the cessa- 
tion of bloodshed, every one earnestly de- 
sires an early termination of the war.

within a few days which tell of the resources 
of two of the largest banking institutions in 
the United States. One of them stands at 
the head. of the list of national banks and 
is now sixth in the list of banks of the 
world. The other is a state-chartered insti- 
tution. Together thesé two carry deposits 
somewhat in excess of one Dillion dollars. 
And the increase in deposits gained by each 
in a year reflects to a considerable extent 
the effects of the European war. One of 
these banks is the depository of the funds 
subscribed by banking institutions which 
took up the entire Anglo-French loan of five 
hundred millions.

Russia with the 
United States have teen facilitated. This 
one is the Guaranty trust. A year ago it 
carried deposits of almost exactly two hun- 
dred and sixty million dollars. On March 
17 of this year it reported deposits of a little 
in excess of four hundred and seventy mil- 
lions. There was therefore a gain in a single 
year of two hundred and ten million dollars. 
These figures, impressive as they are, 
nevertheless are, relatively speaking, no more 
than the gains reported in other parts of the 
country—in the northwest, for instance, in 
Detroit, in the Mississippi valley, 
part of it of which St. Louis is the center, 
and particularly upon the Pacific coast. So, 
too, unheard-of increases are reperted from 
some parts of the south, particularly the 
Atlanta district, and supplementing this re- 
port from Atlanta is another which makes 
fit clear that that city is about to take rank, 
if it has not already done so, with the great 
cotton marts of the United States.

MIDST the never-ceasing reports of 
~ Aine tremendous loss of life occasioned 
by the present-Buropean war there has 
been a growing curiosity to know just how 
many of the wounded who are brought 


back to the hospitals recover. In previous 
wars where instruments of death were less 
thorough it was known that the death rate 
in military hospitals was about 380 per 
cent. 

Dr. Jaques Bertillon, who is-in charge 
of the medico-surgical statistics for the en- 
tire French army, has just stated that the 


mortality at present is only 2 per cent. 
His figures, made up and averaged from 
the reports from all French military hos- 
pitals, at last give an authoritative answer 
to ‘American queries. He says: “Out of 
every 100 patients at present being received 
and treated at our hospitals 98 are sent 
away in recovery.” 

Toward the first of the war the morta!- 
ity was 4.5 per cent, he states, but since the

How CHILD Is CRIPPLED by School DESK 


*% 7E TAKE pains to have our school 
W oynaings well lighted, well heated, 
well ventilated and in other ways thor- 
oughly healthful places. But there is one 
important point which is often overlooked. 
This is the supplying of proper seats and 
desks at which the children can work in 
comfort and without doing serious damage 
to their growing bodies. 

Many children are hopelessly crippled 


with round shoulders, curvature of the 
spine and other deformities long before 
they are ready to leave school because they 
have been forced to sit in ill-fitting chairs 
and work at desks which are either too 
high or too low for them. 

The desks and seats in every school- 
room -should be adjustable. It is very 


wrong to make children of all sizes sit at 


desks of the same size. For boys and girls 


who are below or above the average in size 
there should be desks which can be ad- 
justed to meet their particular needs. 

The most common faults in schoolroom 
furniture are the unsuitable shape of the 
backs of the seats, too great distance be- 
tween the s@at and the desk, disproportion 
of the height of the seat and desk, and in- 
correct shape and slope of the desk.

Figuratively speaking, the present day | 
“has many a Cincinnatus, in that men 
of intelligence and force of character 
leave the farm at the behest of their 
fellow citizens to fight for great prin- 
ciples, and to make laws and execute 
them for the good of mankind, the 
state and the nation. 

Their work for the public good ac- 
complished, some of them follow the 
example of Cincinnatus, and return to 
the plow. However, such men are never 
mere followers of the blade that turns 
the yielding sod; they are men of 
thought and action; they bring to ag- 
riculture the same force that they ex- 
pended on matters of state; they exper- 
iment with improved methods and ex- 
ploit those of merit; they discover the 
needs of their communities and supply 
them that all may reap the benefit, and 
they have the consciousness of duty 
well done as they observe the good that 
results from their efforts. 

In the person of Joseph M, Brown, 
Georgia has a Cincinnatus who left 
the plow at the call of his fellow men. 
“Little Joe,” as he affectionately 
called “from Rabun Gap to Tybee 
Light,” was too practical and sensible 
to leave his plow standing in the field 
(as Cincinnatus is reported to have 
done), but he did not. hesitate when 
the call came for him to go forth and 
labor for the good of the people. His 
‘record in the public service is history, 
but with that this article has noth- 
ing to do. Having for two terms held 
the highest office in the gift of his 
state and accomplished much that he 
was called forth to do, he has returned 
to the farm, and there we find him do- 
ing great things for his community as 
a private citizen, as he did great things 
for his state as its chief executive. 


WHAT “LITTLE JOE” DOES 
WITH HIS FARM. 

Up in Cherokee county, a few miles 
southwest of Canton, and near the' 
junction of Etowah and Little Rivers, 
Mr. Brown owns a farm of over 1,500 
acres. One acre of this farm holds 
the Cherokee county record for the 
greatest yield of corn, 157 bushels being 
raised on it in 1912; the same acre 
also produced 111 bushels of oats in 
1913,. which is doubtless a record for 
vats in this locality. 

There is no contention that Mr. Brown 
raises proportionately large crops on 
every acre of his farm, and naturally 
his land may be no better than that 
which surrounds it, but he believes in 
diversification of farm products and 
he uses the most up-to-date methods, 
with the result that he is a most suc- 
cessful farmer. 

The better a farmer farms the great- 
er his crops, and the greater becomes 
the necessity for a market for hig 
surplus, and up-to-date methods for 
preparing that surplus for the market. 
Mr. Brown observed the growing de- 
mand for this in his community and he 
set about to meet that demand in a 
manner that’is characteristic of the 
man. 

Near the junction of the Etowah and 
Little -Rivers Mr. Brown, ably assisted 
by his son, Joseph E. Brown, has built 
a new dam across Little River, erected 
a flour and corn mill.in which-is in- 
stalled the very latest machinery, built 

@ cotton gin, and is now planning a 
saw and planing mill. ‘ 
INHERITED DESIRE 
TO OWN A MILL. 

“These industries were all needed 
in this locality,” said Yr, Brown. “How- 
ever,” he added, with a twinkle in his 
eye, “it may be that I inherited a de- 
sire to own a mill, for my mother’s 
father, Joseph Grisham (from whom 
comes the Joseph in my name) owned 
more than one mill during ‘his life- 
time. 
terprise was, of course, to make it a 
matter of profit, combined with the 
pleasure of having a congenial occu- 
pation, and do’ some good for the en- 
tire community.” 

In his early boyhood: days the mill 
at the shoal on Little River, about a

My intention in entering this en-| 


Etowah river, was known as McCon- 
nell’s mill, from the name of its owner, 
Milton McConnell. About 1870 a post- 
office was established there and named 
Cherokee mills. In’ October, 1874, Mc- 
Connell sold the mill to Eli Lovinggood, 
and it was owned by himand Jater by 
his widow until her’ death. In Novem- 
ber, 1914, Mr. Brown; bought the prop- 
erty at administrator's sale. 

It was his intention when he bought 
this waterpower to keep the old mill 
house in substantially its farmer shape, 
merely making suck changes as would 
fit it to hola modern machinery. It 
was found on inspection, however, that 
the building, which was erected more 
than fifty ‘years. ago, was in an ad- 
vanced stage of decay, and was other- 
wise unfitted~ for -up-to-date ma- 
chinery. Hence it was torn down, the 
old race dispensed with and a new dam 
built at the mill house. 

The new dam across Little river is 
187 feet long and 1144 feet high. It is 
made of post oak and white oak of first 
quality, the mudsills being 12 inches 
thick, 16 inches broad, 16 feet long, 
and every inch of them rests on the 
solid rock over which the river flows. 
The sleepers and rafters are 8 inches 
square and 24 feet long, four upright 
timbers 8 inches square, but of varying 
lengths, resting on each sleeper and 
holding up each rafter. The ends of the 
dam are of concrete, Mr. Brown finding 
that to construct the entire dam of 
concrete would be too costly. The old 
dam was made of timbers by no means 
as substantial as those of the new 
dam, and as they lasted more than 
forty-five years, there is no reason 
why the new dam should not last a 
longer time. . 


DAM WAS BUILT 


BY A GEORGIAN. 

The dam was built by a Georgian, H. 
L. Prichard, of Roswell. Almost every 
timber *was shaped upon the bank, and, 
like the timbers of Solomon's temple, 
fitted practically perfectly when car- 
ried down and put together. 

The new mill“house is 54 feet long 
by 30 feet wide, and is two stories 
high, its frame being of massive tim- 
bers, the lower portion of finest white 
‘oak. The sill at the back end is $80 
feet long and 20 inches square, weighs 
more than 7,000 pounds and is proba- 
bly the finest piece of white oak tim- 
ber in Georgia. The tree from which 
it was obtained grew near the banks 
of the Etowah river, about four miles 
from Cherokee mills, and was 122 feet 
high. One cut 32 feet long and an- 
fother 37 feet long were got from it, and 
ithe saw mill men said that it was the 
hardest timber they had ever cut. In 
shaping the sill it blistered their saw 
twice, and-it took eight mules and sa 
special wagon to haul this sill from 
its original location to,the mill. 

The other sills are 12¢inches thick 
by 14 inches broad, and are bolted to 
the concrete foundation walls by iron 
bolts 1% iaches in diameter and more 
than two feet long. 

The upper foundation wall is 7 feet 
thick at the’ base, perpendicular on the 
upper (water) side, and sloping on the 
other side to a width of 30 inches at 
the top, Through this wall is a cir-, 
cular flume, $ feet in diameter, which 
admits the water from the mill pond to 
the “water house” ’-under the upper 
outer corner of the mit] house. The 
other walls of we. “water house” are of 
concrete, 2 feet thick. 

The two turbine wheels, which re- 
place the old-fashioned water wheel 
that is a familiar sight in pictures of 
old mills, dre fastened in steel frames 
set in the concrete floor ef the ‘water 
house.” One of these wheels is of 125 
horsepower, andthe other of 35 horse- } 
power, *both being made by the S. Mor- 
gan’ Smith company, of York, Pa. When 
the big whee] is at work: it *certainly 
is. inspiring to note how the current 
sweeps into the water house and how, 
like a gigantic hot-pot, it doils out 
through the tail race. , 

_ The river, bed upon. which the dam 
is built ig solid rock, being a slaty 
formation mixed with very hard flint, 
and the water, rushing over the dam 
from the mill house. to the opposite 
shore, a distance of 187 feet, does not 
make the drop of 11% feet in a steady 
pour, but leaps down in what seems 
waves or rt es: and instead of a 
monotonous. » it has a rhythmic ca- 


every visitor, several of whom have 
declared it the prettiest waterfall they 
ever saw. But the novelty does not 
end there. The windows of the mill 
house and outer posts of the gin house 
constantly vibrate as in an earthquake; 
the windows in the store and the store- 
keeper’s house, 200 yards distant, con-| 
stantly shake, and at fhe restidences of 
R. H. Steele, John E. Payne and Em- 
mett Bedell (the latter across Etowah 
river), and that of E. Earle Field, 
nearly three miles distant, the win- 
dows of their housgs likewise vibrate. 


CAUSE OF “EARTHQUAKE” 
iS A MYSTERY. € 

Why this constant “earthquake” 
continues is -a puzzle to many, and 
more than one ‘has a theory. Mr. 
Brown suggests as the most plausible 
reason that the ledge of rock on 
which the mill dam rests extends un- 
der the earth from south to north for 
several miles, and that the water, fall- 
ing in ripples, strikes the rock like a 
gigantic trip hammer and causes it to 
quake for the distance indicated. This 
would seem to bear witness to the tre- 
mendous weight of water which it is 
estimated furnishes at this dam up- 
wards of 300-horsepower. Until this 
dam was built, further down the river 
and wider and higher than the old one, 
this vibration was not known. 

If, therefore, Mr. Brown has caused 
an earthquake in north Georgia the 
people of the community must. give 
him credit also for furnishing with it 
the machinery for converting their 
corn into pure waterground meéal and 
their wheat into whole wheat flour— 
and’ that was the main idea in. view 
when the dam and mill were built. 

Yn the millhouse Mr. Brown has in- 
stalled mills for grinding corn into 
meal and wheat into flour, the corn 
mill being made by the Davis Foundry 
and Machine company, of Rome, Ga., 
and ‘the flour mill by the Robinson 
Manufacturing company, of Muncie, 
Pa. The capacity of the flour mill is 
twenty-five barrels per day, and al- 
though the flour product of the wheat 
varies. with the fatness or shriveled 
condition of the grain, the mill has on 
several tests made 40 pounds or more 
of flour to the bushel of wheat and 
rarely does ‘it fall below 36 pounds of 
flour to the bushel of wheat. 

Though Mr. Brown and his son use 
the most up-to-date machinery in their 
mill, they are old-fashioned millers, 
in that they grind strictly whole wheat 
flour and do not bleach it: Hence the 
flour they produce, containing all the 
food elements which the grain has for 
man’s use, is of a creamy color instead 
of being snow white. To be perfectly | 
white the flour must be bleached by 
chemicals or by electrical process, 
leaving not much more than the starch 
of the grain. Starch,-it is said, feeds 
only the fat of the system and is no 
food for bone, tooth or muscle; indeed 
there are those who charge white 
flour with being responsible for ap- 
pendicitis, a disease that was unknown 
in the days when our fathers and 
mothers ate bread baked of -whole 
wheat flour. 

The corn mill installed by Mr. Brown 
is undoubtedly the most complete and 
4 up-to-date affair of, the kind in the 
south. The testimony of the patrons 
of the mill is that the waterground 
meal is extra fine, and “there’s a rea- 
son.” rire 

First. there is a corn sheller run by 
water*power which is at the service 
of the patrons who do not shave the 
time or the machinery to shell their 
corn before bringing it to the mill; 
then it goes into the corn scourer for 
the purpose of removing all dirt from 
the corn. This machine ejects silks, 
pieces of cob, light, faulty grains and 
actual dirt, and sends the grain per- 
fectly clean and shiny into the hopper. 
While all corn mills to some extent 
clean the grain before grinding it, 
none do the work effectually unless 
equipped with a corn gcourer. If ey- 
ery corn mill were equipped with this 
appliance it would take a much longer 
time than it does now for the average 
man to eat “his peck of dirt.” The 
corn when taken from the shelling ma- 
chine is poured into a bin which dis- 
charges into a cup elevator, which car- 
ries it to the attic, whence it pours 
into the_ ‘corn scourer, which thorough- 
ly cleanses it and drops it. into the hop-

through the meal elevator to the cus- 
tomer’s sack. By handling through 
the elevators the meal is kept’ cooler 
than by the old process. 


THEY GO BEEF PACKERS 


ONE BETTER. 

It is said that the Chicago beéf pack- 
ers boast that they. “save all of the 
bullock except the bellow,” the Chero- 
kee mills goes the beef packers one 
better—they are equipped to save the 
corn producers all of the corn ara the 
cob. The latest machine to be installed 
is a feed grinder with which corn and 
cob are ground together into meal for 
stock feed. This machine does not 
merely crush the corn and cob, as some 
machines do, but actually grinds both 
into a well-mixed meal. 

The corn cob is said to be very rich 
in potash, and if putt into shape for 
easy mastication by cattle, horses and 
other animals, is really a valuable food. 
While stock does really eat a good 
proportion of the cobs, there is now an 
enormous wastage of cobs from Geor- 
gia’s 50,000,000 wushols of corn each 
year. 

Again, dine tisk in potash, the cob 
when finely. ground, is a fine fertilizer 
—on a small geale. Corncob meal, if 
spread in the bean rows or under rad- 
ishes, lettuce, watermelons and other 
garden products, will well repay for 


the grinding.:.The Cherokee mills will |. 


grind up the cobs of the. corn’ shelled 
there for sale to those who wish it. 

The anilling machinery was installed 
by Mr. G. W. Roberts, of Meadow- 
ville, Va., a millwright of extraordi- 
nary skill and general knowledge in 
his line, and probably no milling plant 
in Georgia is so nearly a work of art 
in graceful and tasteful appearance, 
combined with requitisite utilities. 

But Mr. Brown did not stop with 
building a mill to take care of the 
wheat and c@'n grown in his locality; 
he made. adequate mrovisions to help 
the cotton growers take care of their 
valuable crop of fleecy staple by erect- 
ing a commodious and well-appointed 
gin house in which are installed two 
gins made by the Continental Gin com- 
pany, of Atlanta, and which are up- 
to-date in every respect, so that every 
patron has stood ready with testimony 
that no better ginning of cotton has 
been done for him than was done by 
these gins. 

The gins are run by an electric mo- 
tor, which is driven by a dynamo in 
the mill house 99 feet away. This 
dynamo not only supplies the power for 
operating the gins, but also supplies 
current for lighting the houses and 
their environs. In the mill house are 
. lights of 50-candlepower each, two 
of 50-candlepower each, and one of 250- 
candlepower. The office is heated by 
electric heaters and the workmen heat 
their coffee and cook their lunches 
on an electric hot plate. The gin house 
has eight lights of 60-candlepower 
each, and under the scale shed and 
over the cotton platform are two larg- 
er lights of 250-candlepower each. 

A noticeable feature of the electric 
plant is ‘what many term “the white 
way.” This consists of five electric 
lights of 650-candlepower .each, set on 
whiteoak posts $0 feet high, with bases 
of concrete. One is in front of the gin 
house, one in front of the mill, one 100 
yards up the public road, another the 
same distance farther, at one end of 
thé public bridge over the millpond, 
and the fifth one across the river at 
the other end of the bridge. Believing 
that all citizens owe something to the 
public, Mr. Brown has donated the up- 


jper three lights to enable travelers at 


night to see their way across the 
bridge, the rodd at each end having 
contact with right angles. 


ELECTRICITY WILL DO 
HIS WORK AT HOME. 


Besides the lights at the mill .Mr. 
Brown has about completed the work 
of putting up poles and stringing wire 
to his, home at the farm, about two 
miles distant. Then he will have eléc- 
tric lights, an electric range for cook- 
ing, and will use electricity for other 
domestic purposes. 

In the two main buildings Mr. Brown 
has. installed upwards of $8,000 wortn 
of machinery, almost every. piece of 
which is strictly new and. up-to-date. 
In addition to the mills and gins, it = 
his. intention -to have a saw mill, 
planer and a matcher. Thus he will toa 
in shape to make use of the 4,000,000 
feet of lumber. on his farms, probably 
750,000 feet of. which are hard woods, 
in furnishing ‘uilding materials for 
the people: of that community. 

The dam backs the water about two 
miles, the depth for the lower half 
averaging upward of seven feet in mid- 
stream. The department of fisheries 
at Washington has promised an am- 
ple supply of fish: for stocking the pond, 
so in time there will be most excel-. 
lent fishing, and the good stand of 
water will provide excellent boating 


ly those who wish to enjoy this pas- 
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ter, twenty roads, worked by the coun- 
ty, interchanging over the 
across Little river just above the mill, 
which is about eight miles from Can- 
ton, eight miles from Woodstock and 
six miles from Holly Springs. The 
condition of the roads are such that for 
about eight months of the year the 
products may pe handled with motor 
trucks. 

For more than a year . Governor 
Brown. has been residing at his, farm 
home in order to be in close touch 
with the work at the mills, .where he 
has labored from early morning to late 
at night superintending the. building 
of the, dam, mill and installing the 
machinery. In:this work he has been 
aibly assisted by his eldest son, Joseph 
BE. Brown, whose mechanical knowl- 
edge and attention to business are in- 
valuable in such an enterprise. 
ULTIMATE GOOD WILL 
BE FAR-REACHING, 

The ultimate good to result from the 
enterprises Governor Brown has. In- 
stalled on the banks of Little river are 
vast and far-reaching. ‘The immediate 
[ vicinity of Chetokee Mills will benefit 
first, and when other men see the re- 
sult ‘of this pioneer work it wilIT mean 
other mills and other industrial cen- 
ters where farmers may dispose of 
their surplus crops at a profit... ‘To 
Governor Brown all! this is. clear, and 
he outlines his ideas regarding it sim- 
ply, yet so forcibly, that it at once be- 
comes clear to all. 

““‘We expect to not only do a satisfac- 
tory toll business in Cherokee county, 
but are already reaching other nearby 
points in Georgia,” he said, “and hope 
ere many weeks to be shipping a con- 
siderable volume of water-ground meal 
and whole wheat . flour. We have 
bought quantities of corn and some 
wheat in Cherokee county. We have 
jalso bought 450 bushels of wheat in 
Tennessee and have just received 400 
bushels of corn from the same state. 
We do not wish to buy any corn far- 
ther north than Tennessee, inasmuch 
as the season for growing corn gets 
shorter the farther north you go, hence 
the grain does not get hard enough to 
make as good cornbread as we have 
in the south. The northern wheat is 
equally &s good as the southern.” 

There is a remark that is food for 
thought for the southern farmer. The 
great corn Delt of thé north that ex- 
tends from the geastern boundary of 
Ohio almost: to the foothills of the 
Rocky mountains is famed for its corn: 
the farmers of this section are, as a 
class, well-to-do; they have well-kept 
farms, conimodious farm buildings, 
they ride in autos and send their chil- 


stock and foodstuffs. They have short 
seasons, yet the} succeed, and they 
send their inferior corn to the south- 
ern market, simply because southern 
farmers neglect to take advantage of 
their natural opiportunities. 

“We are now shioping meal weekly 
into Atlanta,’ Governor Brown con- 
tinued, “and have been doing so since 
the month of December. I see no rea- 
son why a Georgia mill, grinding wa- 
terground meal of clean corn, and also; 
grinding whole-wheat flour, should fail 
to secure a good portion of the trade 
in competition with mills of other 
states. 


PLANTING OF WHEAT 
IN THIS SECTION. 


“And, while on this line, let me say 
that there is one point I have had in 
mind ever since I contemplated buying 
this mill. I refer to the planting of 
wheat in this section. Year by year 
the ‘all cotton’ plan kept fastening it- 
self on our people, and year by y 
the soil and the farmers kept getting 
poorer. The only thing that contin-

seemed to call a halt to this progress 
toward ruin. The European war has 
brought the matter to a head. 

“Wheat by hundreds of millions of

Wheat this year ts higher 
than it has been for many years, and 
as the war will not end till probably 
the first of next year, or even later, 
the price of flour, already high, wiil 
probably be even higher for a year and 
a half te come; for, with the war con- 
tinuing, Europe win pt £ pian as much 
wheat next fall as id last fall... If, 
therefore, the Geo ws farmers do not.

“As wheat growing was very. spare 
in this immediate section. becausé@ there 
w a lack of flour milling facilities, 
I, several months ago, stated that 4 
would install a good roller neato ill a 
Cherokee Mills.and would pay cas for} 


a large amount of wheat if delivered 
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bridge | or August instead of waiting until Sep- 
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tember or October, as would be the 
case with cotton. I also called atten- 
tion to the fact:that-when they plant 
wheat they “lay it by,” whereas, if they 
plant cotton they work it from one 
month to another, from April to No- 
vember; or, as some say, the efitire 
year. I have been informed by a num- 
ber of farmers thaf they planted wheat 
last fall because the building of this 
mill will enable them to have it ground. 

“My ambition is to enable the farm- 
ers in, reach of Cherokee Mills‘to get 
frée from the vassalage to cotton. I pro- 
pose, within my means, to afford them 
a market for corn and wheat, whereas 
they now have a market for practically 
none of their products except cotton, 
which is the. most expensive to raise, 
the hardest. in drudgery to work, and 
for which they have to wait the long- 
est time to get their money. 

“IT believe I can make some profit’ by 
buying Georgia products to turn into 
pure food for Georgians to eat, and 
that while doing this I can also help 
my fellow Georgians. If I can accomp-

lish’ this result and thus encourage 
others to pursue a like course; if it 
can be said that my works have borne 
some fruits of benefit to my neigh- 
bors, and that I have constructed no 
shame, I shall count that my life has 
been @ success.” 

Thus is solved the problem that has 
confronted the southern farmer for so 
many years. The farmer who diversi- 
fies his crops must have a miarket for 
his surplus. Every community in the 
south néeds a’ Joe-Bnown—a man (or a 
group of men) who has the interes# 
of* his community at heart: who will 
provide, not only a mill to grind the 
corn and wheat raised in the imme- 
diate vicinity, but market facilities to 
care for all the surplus food crops of 
the farms. 

Governor Brown is the ploneer in

“How could a little Chinese girl 
whose ‘big feet’ would make it impos- 
sible to ‘get a mother-in-law’ for her, 
have a useful and happy life? This 
was a question over which Pastor 
Stone, the Chinese. pastor of Kiukiang, 
and his wife spent many anMfour, after 
they had decided that their little 
daughter, Mary, should be the first 
little Chinese gtrl in all central and 
west China to grow to womanhood with 
unbound feet. 

“A few years ago one of America’s 
well-known business men decided that 
he would break his steamer journey 
down the Yangtse river, by stepping 
off at Kiukiang to visit the hospital 
of a physician whom he had heard de- 
scribed as one of the most eminent 
surgeons in China. The doctor was in 
the midst of €n operation when he ar- 
rived, but soon appeared, dainty, 
charming, gracious as always, Dr. Mary 
Stone, the beloved physician of the 
women and children of central China. 
That was how the question that per- 
plexed Pastor Stone and his wife had 
finally been solved.

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The Scottish Red Cross Flight and Capture 
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Sketch Made 


Scotch Nurses Who Went Through the Ordeal of Flight and Capture in Serbia. 


ECENTLY there arrived fn 

London from the: Serv‘an field 

of operations a party of Brit- 
ish Red Cross nurses who had the 
Sreatest thrill of the war. Taken 
prisoners by the Austrians in the 
Teutonic advance into Serbia, these 
nurses from the Scottish Women’s 
Hospital with headyuarters at the 
town of Lazarevatz, had a terrible 
journey of eight weeks through the 
snow-clad Albanian mountains in 
their desperate struggles with nature 
to reach the Adriatic coast. 

In following the retreating army 
of the Serbs thie littie band of heroic 
women daily suffered untold agonies 
irom exposure and hunger as death 
constantly menaced them. While 
British pluck was a tremendous fac- 
tor in sustaining the nurses on thei 
weaty Way, they all unite in declar- 
ing that the success of their wonder- 
ful achievement is due to the ability 
and ceaseless efforts of Lieut. Schil- 
ler, the Austrian officer whu was 
made responsible for their safety 
after being captured. The nurses say 
that Lieut. Schiller’s never-failing 
courtesy and willingness to ~ help 
them in every way possible -during 
the terrible ordeal made them will- 
ing captives of the handsome Aus- 
trian officer, whom they called their 
“dearest: foe.” 


As captives of the Austrian army 
that was pursuing the retreating 
Serbs, the experiences of these Scot- 
tish hurses can be compared in many 
respects with Napoleon’s famous re- 
treat from burning Moscow, or with 
the march of Xenophon, the great 
Greek general, who, more than 29300 
years ago, led his valiant little army 
of the jimniortal Ten Thousand 
through Mesopotamia and Armenia 
to the Black sea, and thence to their 
homes in “the dear little land of the 
Aegean.” 

How a band of heroic women per- 


formed a somewhat similar military 


‘feat is vividly told as follows by Miss 
Laura Hope, a mewber of the party 
of Scottish nurses captured by the 
Austrians and imprisoned at Kava- 
vara: 

“When the Austro-German advance 
—lIong expected in Serbia—had be- 
gun, the Serbian army everywhere 
was in retrexat. All the British Red 
Cross hospitals were vrdered te 
leave, and the Scottish Women’s 
Hospital went by the last train. We 
proceeded to - Krushevatz, which 
place was said to be safe, but the 
Austrians came and captured us. Our 
hearts sank when they took every- 


thing of value we kad, but one of the 
nurses secreted a Union Jack, which 
she brought back with her, 

“If it had not been for Lieut. Schil- 
ler, the Austrian officer who was put 
in charge of our party, I don’t know 
what we would have done. He did 
everything he possibly could under 
the trying circumstances to make us 
comfortable. Lieut. Schiller was so 
courteous. He didn’t treat us like an 
enemy ait all, and wec 
dearest foe.’ 

“We were to do the journey by bul- 
lock wagons, but no wagons ap- 
peared. After three days we got un- 
der"way. ‘The district through whi¢h 
we journeyed is one very little 
known, even to adventurous travel- 
lers. It is completely out of tourists’ 
tracks in the Balkan peninsula. 
Every moment of our march was a 
critical time. Our fate was in, the 
balance, ani the possibilities of ever 
reaching our journey’s end were in 
grave doubts. 

“The road Was a mass Sf men, mo- 
tors, horses, oxen, wagons and ajitil- 
lery. Like a living snake with heads 
for scales, the road coiled across the 
plains, zig-zagged up the mountains 
and writhed down again into the 
valleys through which flowed muddy 
rivers and streams of toiling, suffer- 
ing humanity. Motor-cars and wag: 
ons lurching franticaliy im the deep 
mud, pioughed through the human 
flood. Throngs of soldiers and peas- 
ants, with army wagons and bullock 
carts intermingled, streamed along 
the winding, restricted roadway, 
with steep mountain walls rising 
abruptly on. one side, and on tie 
other a precipitous descent shelving 
to the rushing river below.

“All through our terribie march, at 
irequent intervals, furious blizzards 
of sleet and blinding snow. broke 
over us, adding. cruelly to our diffi- 


culties and terrible hardships. Again 
and again our vehicles brokc down, 
completely blocking the narrow road 
and jamming the human stream for 
miles back. Along nearly the whole 
route I saw corfses of human beings 
and the carcases of horses and 
mules that had been killed in acci- 
dents or had died of hunger or ex- 
posure. | | 

“Such were the daily scenern we 
witnessed as the army, accompanied 
by’ an‘ enormous horde of refugees 
from all. parts of the.country, strug- 
gled on its weary way through the 
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“Toward sunset we usually drew 
up for supper and a few hours’ rest. 
By dark the valley and mountainside 
blazed wh thousands of campfires. 

“We triiveled nearly every night, 
usually tting under way by 10 
o'clock, Often it rained all night. 
The guns which had been firing all 
day frequently continued. during the 
night and seemed to be geiting near- 
er to us. We were wet to the skin 
and up to our knees in mud. There 
was nothing to do but to push on. 

“At one place the road descended 
in violent hairpin turns, which were 
too much for the motors, many of 
which plunged down the mountain- 
side and disappeared in the river. 
None of us were badly hurt, but we 
got a lot of bumps and bruises. Pit- 
tiless rains made the steep roads 
very slippery and tumbles were com- 
mon and usually laughable experi- 
ences. 

“So we nlunged along through the 
fustnesses of the barren, snow- 
covered and uninhabited mountains. 
There was no shelter against the ter-

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able part of our et of the snow 
was three or four feet deep. We 
waded icy styeams so deep that the 
water came up to our armpits. Our 
clothing froze to our bodies, but we 
could not always stop to build fires. 
Fearing death from hunger or ex- 
posure, we were compelled to plunge

“Many of our horses became 
broken, starved beasts, and practi- 
cally ail of them went lame Later 
they were killed for food. 

“It seemed that our march was 
carried out in the worst weather pos- 
sible and a s a bleak and devas- 
tated country. ‘During a blizzard we 
found refuge in a dirty, old dilapi- 
dated hut, which we shared w:th:.a 
crowd of bad-smelling refugees, The 
snow drifted in through the wattleq 
walls, and aliogeti:er the night was 
hideously uncomfortable. We map. 
aged to secure a little straw which 
served as bedg. It was impossible 
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that night I had half of 
a baked potato. 

“During our journey we 
frequently met hundreds of little 
children. All of tm were pale and 
tired, and many“of them told us that 
they had not had anything to eat for 
three or four days. 

“By the time our journey was half 
over we had nothing but what we 
stood up in, which wasn’t anything 
to brag about. We felt lucky if we 
could find any kind of shelter to 
sleep under and a piece of old car- 
pet for a blanket. 

“One night our party became sepa- 
rated in a blizzard. Blinded and con- 
fused by the snow a half a dozen of 
ug stumbled onto a village. We final- 
ly found shelter in a hut where we 
discovered that four Serbians had 
just been murdered. 

“Our party was united the next 
day, After resting for 48 hours we 
again got under way. Our road now 
took us over the fatal plain of Kos- 
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rible cold which was often several to sleep, for we were miserably wet, sovo. Now we began to meet great

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not enough food for itself, and 

the plight of these thousands of 

miserable men, driven about like 
cattle with neither food nor shelter, 
was beyond description. I saw them 
devouring the raw flesh of horses 
that had fallen by the roadside and 
died of exhaustion. 

“In proceeding tnrough the moun- 
tains to Ipek we used pack-ponies. 
We left that town in a blizzard and 
by the time we again reached the 
mountain passes the snow was sev- 
eral feet deep and travel almost im- 
possible. We went cover Velaco, a 
big mountain about 8000 feet. high. 
In the higher altitudes the blizzard 
was worse than ever and our suf- 
ferings were increased, if that were 
possible. )

“It was ticklish work leadifig 
horse at night along a narrow, icy 
mountain path, with a cliff onene 
side and a raging river on the other. 
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I recall that whilo we were trying 


to negotiate a dangerous bend «4 
voice called from somewhere out of 
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the darkness: ‘Hello, there! Mow 
you get on?’ We caught up with 
the owner of the voice, who proved 
to be a Montenegrin soldier. He had 
been in America for a short time 
and had acquired a little English— 
mostly oaths, as we soon learned, 

“When we reached Andrievitza we 
had expected to be taken the rest of 
the way by motor, but floods and 
broken bridges made that impossiéle. 
At this stage our supplies practically 
gave out. However, when we ar- 
rived at Podgoritza we secured sulf- 
ficient fresh supplies to last us until 
we reached Scutari. From that place 
we had to walk to San Giovani di 
Medua, a distance of about 200 miles. 

“After a march of about two 
months we finally reached the coast. 
Our many hardships told on us plain- 
ly, and we were as lean as bears in 
spring time. Upon reaching San 
Giovanni di Medua we learned that 
all the provision ships, sent to feed 
the starving people, had been sunk a 
week before by a submarine. 

“We were expecting an American 
ship to take us to Brindisi, but an 
Italian ship was first to reach port.. 
Sir Ralph Paget, a Butish Red Cross 
commissioner of Serbia, made all the 
necessary arrangements to enable us 
to proceed to our homes. 

“The first square meal we had 
after leaving Serbia ten weeks be- 
fore was upon our arrival at Water- 
loo Station, London. When we got 
back to civilization: you can’t im- 
agine what a real joy it was to be 
able to bathe, edt and sleep in com- 
fort after weeks of exposure and dirt, 
and going as long as 16 days without 
being able to remove our clothing.”

The act of March, 1865, which had 
established the Freedman’s bureau, had | 
limited its operation to one year. On 
the 6th of February, 1866, a bill passed 
the houses continuing it indefinitely, 
and at the same time largely increas- 
ing its powers. It made any attempt 
to obstruct, interfere with, or abridge 
the civil rights and immunities of the 
freedman a penal offense, to be ad- 
judged and punished by federal mili- 
tary tribunais. 

The president vetoed it. He declared 
that he withheld his assent both be- 
cause the measure was calculated to 
increase the restlessness and uneasi- 
ness of the negroes and delay their 
settlement to a normal way of life, 
and because it had been passed by a 
congress in which the southern states 
were not represented; and so joined 
issue directly with the men who had 
set the houses in a way of mamogg 
An attempt to pass the biN over his 
veto failed. 

The full party vote was not yet at 
the command of the radicals; some 
still held off from an apen and final 
breach with the president. 

But not for long. The president was

|: APRIL, 1866 the houses passed the 
veto. The same month their commit- 
tee, as if less confident of their con- 
stitutional ground than of their par- 
liatmentary supremacy, submitted the 
draft of a fourteenth amendment to 
the constitution which should embody 
the principles of the act in a form 
which would give them unalterable 
validity. 

It conferred citizenship in the terms 
of the bill the resident had rejected. 

In June congress adopted the amend- 
ment, and it went to the states, with 
the understanding that no southern 
state which did not accept it should 
be readmitted to representation. 

Tennessee promptly adopted it, and 
in July was formally reinstated in her 
“former proper ractical relation to 
the union’ by t © admission of her 
senators and representatives to con- 
gress. 

Her case stood apart from the rest. 
Ever since Mr. Lincoln’s proclamation 
of 1868 was -put into effect she had 
been in-process of reorganization. She 
had gone douwbting and divided into 
the confederacy, more than half her 
people it might be, still staunchly 
minded to stand by the union, Her 
“union men” had controlled the process 
of reconstruction; and were heeded 
without serious difficulty when they 
knocked for admission into the houses. 

The other states, being as yet in 
other hands, were obliged to wait.

As the spring came on, 
and all the country saw how it had 
come to an open breach between the

At mid-summer 
he made a journey to Chicago, and at 
almost every stopping place where the 
people crowded about his car he ut- 
tered, with that air of passion which 
always went with what he said, invect- 
ives against congress so intemperate, 
s0 coarse, so hot with personal’ eeling 
that those who heard him looked upon 
him as almost a man distraught, thrown 
from his balance. 

He, not the leaders of congress, seem- 
ed the radical, the apostle of passion;

The result of the elections was a 
foregone conclusion. A republican ma- 
jority was sent to the house as over- 
whelming as that which dominated the 
congress about to expire; the repub- 
lican numbers in the senate were main- 
tained.

cers of the army to be appointed by 
the president. hese preg gover- 
nors. were to control and direct the 
processes of reconstruction. 

A temporary clause of the se pcopeges 
Fourteenth Amendment, the 
southern states had rejected, excluded 
from office, whether under the states 
or under the federal government, at 
ny age oye of congress, all whe had 

any time or in any capacity, civil 
ss military, taken oath to support the 
constitution of the United States and 
afterwards “engaged in insurrection or 
rebellion” against it, “or given aid or 
comfort to its enemies.” 

The military govérnors under the act 
were instructed to enroll in each state, 
under oath, only such citizens of vot- 
ing age and of one year’s residence 
within the state as they should deem 
qualified in accordance with the spirit: 
of this prospective amendment, the ne- 
groes, of course, included.
